THE COUNCIL 

Civic Government Holds Important 
Session 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
council of the town of Vulcan was 
held Thursday evening, September 1, 
with a full attendance of the council. 

Th^report of the Provincial Health 
Inspector, recommending the excellent 
sanitary condition of the town was 
read. 

All of the village of Vulcan by-laws 
with the exception of the Pound by¬ 
law were regularly adopted. 

The Pound by-law was altered in 
regard to- the running at large of 
milch cows between the hours of 7 
a.m. and 7 p.m. by deleting that 
clause. After Sept. 19 any animal J 
found running at large at any hour! 
will be liable to be impounded. 

The former building by-law was re¬ 
scinded and a new one passed provid¬ 
ing that all buildings in the business 
section must be of fireproof construc¬ 
tion. On Vulcan street between Park 
ave. and Pacific ave. and on Appollo 
street between Atlantic ave. and Park 
ave. all new buildings must be of a 
minimum value of $1000.00. In the 
residence section all buildings must 
be at least five feet from the side 
lines and conform to the front line 
established by the buildings already 
arected. Building permits must be 
obtained from the council before the 
erection or alteration of any building. 

Wm. Watt was appointed as town 
pound keeper. 

Mr. Paul Wittock, of the Vulcan 
Electric Light Service, pettioned the 
town to grant him a franchise for 
supplying electric service to the town. 
After some discussion the matter was 
laid on the table until next meeting. 
With a few minor changes this 
franchise is the same as one offered 
to Mr. Mutz by the village two years 
ago. 

Mr. Williams appeared before the 
council in regard to the milk supply 
of the town. His intention is to start 
an up-to-date dairy if sufficient pro¬ 
tection is guaranteed by the town.

Mail and Empire: At a conference 
of Government officials and leading 
banker,, an arrangement has been 
made to provide special banking ac¬ 
commodation to livestock raisers. The 
neftd for this has grown out of the 
critical state of the industry, parti¬ 
cularly in the West, arising from 
steadily falling prices. The banks are 
adopting the policy of giving longer 
time on loans, of renewing notes, and 
generally of caring for the man who 
wants to carry his cattle for better 
market conditions instead of almost 
giving them away. JAiis is arise 
policy. One of | the 'merits of our 
branch banking system is that when 
extra accommodation is ordered from 
headquarters for any group of bor¬ 
rowers, the amount made available,is 
large enough to be of real help.f If the 
banks were local, as in the United 
States, falling prices of cattle would 
impair the security of, advances, and 
compel the small banker to call in 
loans. With the central system, funds 
can be transferred to the scene of the 
crisis, and, provided that a cattle- 
raiser’s general credit standing is 
good, he can be carried through even 
though temporary he may gpem 
swamped. It is the basic worth of the 
business that is the foundation of 
generous help. This is one of the 
measures taken by the Dominion 
government to help the livestock in¬ 
dustry. It is taken without fuss or 
advertisement. RecenUy a conference 
of railway managers was held in Ot¬ 
tawa to arrange for lower freight 
rates on cattle. A substantial cut, 
amounting to approximately $10 a 
head, was agreed upon. The efforts 
of Dominion government officials to 
build up British markets for our live 
cattle have been very successful. 
Recent exportations, nearly all from 
Ontario, have yielded good results. 
The Government Merchant Marine 
should have cattle boats for this 
growing business. If the banking and 
transportation interests co-operate so 
well, the hardships of the Canadian 
cattle-raiser will be less than those of 
his United States competitor who is 
dumping cattle on the Chicago market 
at give-away prices, because of lack 
of financial accommodation.

There is to be a Dominion election, 
and it to be this fall. This is the an¬ 
nouncement made by Premier Mei- 
ghen, but a definite date has not been 
given. There has been^a persistent 
demand for an election ever since the 
termination of the war, and this has 
increased to such an extent'as to re¬ 
sult in the announcement which has 
been made. There has also been a 
great demand for a redistribution of 
the constituencies, and this has been 
chiefly from the west, which stands to 
gain extensively by such redistribu-. 
tion. A census was necessary for re¬ 
distribution, and a census has been 
made .according to the period of time 
and the practice in such matters. But 
the census, and a redistribution could 
not possibly be completed in less than 
several months. The west has been 
insistent for an election to such an 
extent that they have, as we put it, 
cheated themselves out of the repre¬ 
sentation to which they are entitled 
by population, and in this idea we are 
backed by the statement of PremieT 
Meighen, who also gives credit to the 
west for making the tariff the issue 
' t Tn the coming contest. He puts re¬ 
sponsibilities upon the National Pro- 
giessives, and Hon. T. A. Crerai, 
leader of the new party, at once ac¬ 
cepts the responsibilities and an¬ 
nounces the readiness and willingness 
of the party to go into an election. 
So now they’re Off. And in the race, 
besides the Progressives and the 
Liberal and Conservative party, theie 
will be the straight Liberal and Labor 
parties. This Is the first Dominion 
election in which so many well de¬ 
fined and strong parties have been 
contenders, and like in recent prov¬ 
incial and by-elections, to make a 
forecast more uncertain, there will be 
•seveial other groups represented by 
candidates. Already the forces aie 
being mobilized for battle, and under 
the direction of the well known lead¬ 
ers there is every prospect of a fight 
that will not lack in vigor and inter¬ 
est. And still we think that theie 
should have been a redistribution.

Owen Sound Sun: The harvest is 
past and the summer will be ended in 
ten days. Then will come the annual 
round of Fall Fairs, which follow the 
Toronto National Exhibition—County, 
township and district fairs on all of 
which a good deal of public money is 
spent, in addition to the large contri¬ 
bution made by members of agricul¬ 
tural societies, and the general public 
which from a great variety of motives, 
feels bound to attend. The question 
as to whether «$iese fairs are worth 
anything like what they cost is one 
that should be fairly and honestly 
faced and answered. Are'they really 
stimulating to any appreciable extent 
the breeding of better stock, the pro¬ 
duction of better grain, vegetables or 
fruit, the manufacture of better im¬ 
plements, or the making of better 
butter, or pies, or cakes, etc., etc? Is 
the main 'attraction of the fair the 
exhibits or some “special feature” 
staged purely for the diversion of the 
crowd? If there were no “special 
sensational features” specially ad¬ 
vertized would a paying crowd attend 
the fair? Would the Toronto Exhibi¬ 
tion even stand that test. If the Fair 
is mainly for entertainment, and if 
the crowd and the special features are 
the drawing cards, and the likelihood 
of seeing some one who hasn’t been 
seen for a year, are ,the principal 
drawing cards why should there be a 
fat bonus out of the Provincial Treas¬ 
ury to help make the fair pay its 
way? If the fairs were left for a, 
year or two without any bonus, and 
held without* any side-shows or 
“special features,” would they sur¬ 
vive? 

This is not meant fur a slam at 
Owen Sound’s own fair, or any of the 
fairs in any of the adjacent townships, 
which everyone who attends them 
knows are the best of class anywhere, 
or for a slam at all; only, to raise the 
question whether the fall fairs are 
worth all they cost, and if not whether 
they could be improved as to make 
them more worthwhile. It is a ques¬ 
tion we would like to pass on for the 
consideration of all Boards of Direc¬ 
tors, and on the Ontario Legislature 
by which they are all bonused.

Reid Hill Goal Mine 


While there might be a reason for 
a cut in the wages of workmen, what 
is the explanation of the reduction oi 
26 per cent fit-wages of railway em¬ 
ployees receiving $100 per month, 
while those receiving $176 or over are 
to be reduced only about 7 per cent. 
Without some real explanation, which 
has not yet been forthcoming, this 
certainly does not seem fair, and it 
has been fittingly described as the 
unkindest cut of all. 


The Guardian: The trustees of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, 
have placed a limit of a $1,000 on the 
fee which may be charged for any 
operation in that hospital, and $35 per 
week is the maximum allowance for 
the attendance of any physician or 
surgeon. This action of the trustees 
of John Hopkins has attracted wide 
notice and is being variously com¬ 
mented upon. One New York doctor 
gives his experience and tells how 
much worlr he had to do for little or 
nothing, and then when he gave four 
months’ attention to the child of a 
sick man, saving her life and prevent¬ 
ing her from becoming a cripple, and 
the father told him “not to under¬ 
estimate his services, and he knew 
that that father had an income of 
$100,000 a year? and was worth near¬ 
ly a million dollars, he sent in a bill 
for $82,500 and the father treated it 
as a joke and refused to pay it. But 
such a doctor will find little sympathy 
for such a bill. It is true that at 
Johns Hopkins fees of $10,000 have 
been asked and paid, and where a man 
is wealthy such fees do not seem at 
all out of the way. Surely a good 
surgeon is worth more to the com¬ 
munity than a big stock-broker, or a 
railway magnate, and why should he 
not make a good income? But after 
all, the great majority of our people 
are not rich, and even a $500 fee may 
he staggering to many an unfortunate 
man whose family is wholly dependent 
upon his earnings. Fortunately foi 
us, and for the credit of humanity, the 
ordinary doctor is too much -in love 
with his profession to be a gojd wor¬ 
shipper, and there is probably no more 
unselfish class of toilers than those in 
the medical profession. They do not 
usually get rich in money, but they 
win the love and admiration of thou¬ 
sands of their fellows, whom they 
hav« hflped and succored.

R.N.W.M.P., stationed at Nanton, 
died at the coast where he has been 
reading for several years. 

George Brady was arrested last 
week in Nanton for bootlegging and 
was fined $100 and costs. He was 
taken to Lethbridge on Thursday last. 

Mr. R. J. Stead of Ottawa is mak¬ 
ing a tour of the southern portion of 
this province and is said to be very 
hopeful of results in grain growing 
where irrigation impossible. 

Herr Erzberger, former yice-premier 
of Germany, was killed by two youths 
in the Black forest where he *vent to 
recuperate. Two young boys did the 
shooting. 

' Eugene Cost retired as president of 
the Western Canadian National Gas 
Co. and the position has been offered 
to Mr. Pat Bums, who is now in Eng¬ 
land. 

The Ford Motor Co. has in the 
neighborhood of fifty million dollars 
in the bank according to a report ten¬ 
dered the department of state in 
Michigan. 

The McLaren Lumber company 
operating in the burnt area, suffered 
heavily in the recent forest fire. 
The total damage to standing lumber 
was over $1,000,000. 

R. B. Bennett, K.C. of Calgary, has 
offered $500 for six scholarships for 
Calgary school children in Protestant 
anji Separate schools. The prizes are 
divided into four $100 a^d two $50.

The Lomond Consolidated school 
has discontinued the van fou^es for 
the coming year, but will make a coil- 
cession of 25 cents a day to those re¬ 
siding outside a three-mile limit and 
driving their children to school. 

J. O. F. Fetherston of Nanton, 
while duck hunting suffered a severe 
accident on September 1 when a scat¬ 
tering shot struck bis nose just by the 
eyes. He was brought back to town 
at once and had it attended to. 

More than 2,400 soldiers have been 
placed on Alberta land by the Soldiers’ 
Settlement board since its organiza¬ 
tion was completed, and of this num¬ 
ber, not more than five per cent, have 
proven failures, is the report issued 
by local authorities_ 

The provincial government scheme 
of relief in behalf of the drought 
stricken district of southern Alberta 
will be somewhat delayed owing to the 
impending federal election, according i 
to Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
Agriculture. 

There will be no fall session of the 
Alberta legislature but a session will 
be held immediately after the New 
Year. This is as it should be and in¬ 
dicates that the farmers’ party are 
out to economise in every possible 
way. 

Sixty-seven carloads of wool, as 
compared with sixty-fivq, last year, 
have been moved from Southern Al¬ 
berta to the central grading station 
at Toronto this season. One hundred 
thousand pounds of .Alberta wool have 
already been sold. 

It is predicted that building costs 
are likely soon to take a drop. When 
these costs reach a reasonable level 
as they are bound to do eventually, 
there is every probability that a 
building boom such as Canada has 
never before experienced will fqllow. 
The scarcity of dwelling houses in 
cities, towns and villages Is becoming 
more and more marked. 

Taking time by the forelock the 
U.F.A. is circularizing its member¬ 
ship that it is of utmost importance 
that all who are entitled to be natur¬ 
alized should make application at 
once. Pamphlets on ‘‘How Aliens may 
be Naturalized as British Subjects” 
are being prepared and will be sent 
out which will give a summary of the 
law in that respect. \ 

The famous dugouts used by the 
soldiers during the war near Arras is 
now being utilized as a tourists’ place 
of rest. The dugouts have not been 
changed in the least and visitors are 
shown down the ptejjp^ stairway by the 
light of a lantern., »A meal in the 
damp depths offtjie cavers is not par¬ 
ticularly pleasant, but it serves to 
give ,toumts a faint idea of the sort 
of mqal* eaten in more strenuous 
times by soldiers of the British army.

GOVERNMENT WORK COSTLY 


offer* 


A man who for several years was 
employed as an official of the immi-t 
gration service has written an inter* 
esting pamphlet in which he dis¬ 
cusses among other things the part 
our government plays in raising the 
cost of living. , 

“For three years,” he writes, “ I 
had charge of the New England states 
in enforcing the act of 1907. On the 
average I did not work more than 
three days a week, and a part of my 
work was absolutely worthless; that 
is, if it had never been performed the 
government and the people would not 
have suffered in any respect. While 
I was in this situation of drawing 
seven days’ salary and performing 
three days’ labor, Uncle Sam appoint¬ 
ed a fine young man from Boston as 
immigrant inspector to help me do my 
jib.” The government paid two men 
for doing work that actually took 
only half of one man’s time, and 
therefore spent four times as much of 
the people’s money as it needed to 
spend. 

It is n.o exceptional case. Every¬ 
where the government does its work 
slackly* extravagantly, carelessly. 
Politicians want patronage for their 
friends and workers. Thousands of 
unambitious and easy-going persons 
are eager to shelter themselves under 
the respectability and mild distinction 
of being in government employ, where 
they are under no pressure to justify 
their existence by competitive achieve¬ 
ment. We do not know exactly how 
much the government pays out in 
salaries, but we do know that in 1894 
it employed 247,000 persons and in 
1919 had 771,000 on the pay roll. At 
the moderate estimate of $1,600 
apiece that means $1,150 000,000, and 
if the experience of the man who 
wrote the pamphlet is typical it 
means that at least $800,000,000 of 
that amount is wasted. Probably it 
is not quite typical; the postal ser¬ 
vice is not overmanned, underworked 
or overpaid, but mostrothfu- depart¬ 
ments are. That is one of tne reasons 
why the ordinary family in the United 
States has to pay $318 a year in taxes 
just to keep the Federal government 
going. 

Under present conditions the gov¬ 
ernment is going to have the hardest 
kind of time to get money enough 
from taxes to pay its bills. There 
must be retrenchment somewhere, and 
there is no better way to begin it than 
by ceasing to employ two or three 
men to do one man’s work.

ONLY COURAGE REQUIRED 


Since Lloyd George has become 
premier of Britain, there have been 
seven premiers in^F’rance, six in Italy 
and nine in Germany. Speaking re¬ 
cently, he *aid that some people did 
not have enough of fighting in the 
war. For twto years we had constant 
excitement and larger industrial dis¬ 
putes than ever previously. We have 
settled the greatest industrial dispute 
we ever had and in a way which I 
think ia a precedent, giving parties a 
shape in the prosperity of the in¬ 
dustry itself.

The Government, through the In¬ 
dian Department, has purchased the 
Powell farm, west of Claresholm, with 
the object of building an Indian In¬ 
dustrial School thereon, to be manag¬ 
ed by the Roman Catholic church. 

It has been a matter of regret that 
the Indians of this district should be 
handicapped by the want of facilities 
for obtaining that education which 
alone will enable them to become good 
Canadian citizens. 

The schools now in existence are 
antiquoted and poorly equipped, but 
the projected institution will be up- 
toi-datt in equipment and modern in- 
idetfc. 

One of the hindrances to progress 
in the past has been the proximity of 
the schools to the reserves. The re¬ 
sult of this has been the influencing 
of the children by the older and less 
progressive Indians in such a way as 
to stultify the ambitions for a better 
education awakened by the schools. 
Claresholm is far enough away from 
the Reserves to prevent this, and yet 
near enough to permit of the parents 
visiting their children. 

The new site comprises about a 
section on the east of the trail from 
Claresholm to Meadow Creek, seven 
mileif from the former town. The 
land is to be irrigated under the new 
irrigation scheme and should prove 
one of the best farms in the district. 
As most of the pupils, on completing 
their education, take up farming on 
the Reserves, that will naturally form 
the principal occupational subject 
taught. 

Being only six miles from the Agri¬ 
cultural College, the up-to-the-minute 
farming there carried on cannot fail 
to have a beneficial effect upon sim¬ 
ilar teaching in the Indian School. 

The Herald representative under¬ 
stands that work is to be commenced 
immediately, the Government having 
purchased th« standing crop and the 
chattels outright. The present 6ccu- 
pant vacates the farm in a few days.

Local people have discovered many 
i if the newly arrived Hies this last 
month. This fly is destined to be¬ 
come one of the greatest friends of 
the farmer, so one should be very 
careful to see’just Vhat lcihff of a fly 
it is, before swatting it now. This 
particular fly is a little grey-backed 
flesh fly that is destroying grasshop¬ 
pers by the hundreds of thousands at 
the present time. It is not thought 
that they are increasing so fast that 
the female grasshoppers will not have 
the opportunity to lay many eggs this 
season in many districts. It is hoped 
that the grasshopper will nearly be 
eliminated by the workings of this 
new fly during 1922. 

To describe the fly is to say that it 
is slightly larger than the house fly, 
and possesses a grey thorax, which is 
marked with three black stripes. It 
has been observed that the habit of 
this fly is to strike the hopper while 
it i.4 in flight, depositing a tiny living 
maggot on one of the wings. The 
maggot crawls into the hopper’s body 
through the thin membrane. Often 
several flies strike the same hopper, 
which causes the grasshopper to fall 
to the ground like a shot. The mag¬ 
gots feed upon the hopper’s internal 
organs for about ten days, immediate¬ 
ly entering the soil to a depth of one 
inch or so, where they pupate and 
later emerge as flies. Hoppers have 
been found by the thousands killed by 
the maggots eating out their internal 
organs. The usual number is about 
five maggots that live on the body of 
the hopper. 

One peculiarity of the flies is that 
they are often unable to distinguish 
between grasshoppers and other in¬ 
sects and have been seen to strike 
moths and butterflies. Even objects 
.-uch as wads of paper thrown into the 
air where the flies are thick, will be 
pursued by them and maggots some¬ 
times are deposited on them.
